John Deaton resigned both his 
municipal positions Tuesday night 
following: a heated argument during 
the commission meeting. 

The argument, between Deaton on 
the one hand, and Commissioners 
Woodrow “Woody” O'Neal and Neal 
Mayo on the other, concerned the 
hiring of a fifth person to work in the 
city hall. T К 

Deaton said Wednesday morning his 
resignation was dated Jan. 15, 
although he didn’t mention it goring 
the commission meeting, and he woul 
have a letter of resignation in the city 
hall by noon Maana 

“You can't run anything the wa: 
they want to do it," Deaton said. “If 
one commissioner can't run his 
department, the whole commission 
damn sure can't do it.” 2

Deaton pointed out there are two 
employes hired at the city water plant 
by former Commissioner Howell 
Goodbread which he didn't know 
anything about until they were hired.

The commission approved a motion 
by Commissioner Esther Berry than in 
the future no employes were to be 
hired unless they were screened by the 
entire commission, 

“If you're going to turà a department 
over to a commissioner," Deaton 
argued, “he ought to be allowed to run 


it. I'm in charge of the administrative 
department and I thought I had the 
right to hire someone when I have to.” 

Mayo said there was a city ordinance 
requiring all potential employes to be 
screened by the (commission before 
employment. 

City Clerk Virginia Walker told him 
that while this was the practice at one 
time, only persons in the office the 
commission is required to pass on are 
the city clerk and a city administrator. 

Vice Mayor-Commissioner Vernita 
Cox, who is also the Police 
Commissioner, said Wednesday morn- 
ing police officers at one time were 
screened by the commission but that 
had not been the practice for some 
time. 

"Sometimes," she said, "the chief will 
ask me a question about someone but 
he has been doing the hiring lately." 

Mrs. Cox said she was unaware of 
Deaton's resignation. 

"This is really a shocking piece of 
news," she said and added she would 
probably call a special meeting 
sometime. this week to discuss the 
issue. 


Deaton said the flare-up Tuesday 
night, while it precipitated his 
resignation, wasn't the entire reason. 

"It's been coming for some time 
now," he said. “The handwriting has 
been on the wall. There has been a lot 
of meddling around here with employes 
before this." 

He pointed out that, should Mrs. 
Tillman accept the position made 
available by the commission, there will 
be five employes in city hall including 
Mrs. Walker. 

Ordinarily there are Mrs. Walker and 
two other employes and Deaton was 
including Mrs. White who asked for 
and received a leave of absence until 
April 3. The leave of absence was 
granted by the commission before Mrs. 
Tillman was mentioned. 

Mrs. Tillman said Wednesday 
morning she still hadn't decided what 
whe was going to do. 

City Attorney Allen Everard said a 
special election would have to be held, 
The city charter requires a special 
election any time a vacancy is created 
more than 90 days before the general 
election.

The resolutions were drawn 
up by Southwestern district 
attorney Robert Mathews and 
presented to the hospital board 
of trustees Tuesday night and 
will be brought before the 
delegation when it next meets 
at 9:30 a.m. Mar, 5 in the City 
Council Chambers at Delray 
Beach. 
The hospital board is asking 
the legislative delegation to 
pass enabling legislation which 
would permit the hospital 
board to subsidize the Terry 
Moss Ambulance Service in an 
effort to keep Moss in business 
and continuing service to the 
district. 
It is also asking for a shift in 
the boundary lines for the 
present configuration which 
follows Airport Road almost to 
Six Mile Bend where it runs 
southeast along Browns Farm 
Road to the rangeline. 
The proposed boundary is 
just north of a line running- 
to west along Hookers 
Highway and the proposed 
relocated State Road 80 to 20 
Mile Bend. The new line would 
bring a number of businesses 
and insdustries into the 
Southwestern distriet. 
Meanwhile, a grant

should provide a new ambulan- 
ce the county will lease to 
Moss for a nominal sum to help 
provide ambulance service.

City's NDP Funds 


$70,000 Untouchable? 


There ís approximately 
$70,000 reserved for Belle 
Gladé residents to call on for 
low interest, long term loans to 
repair their homes but odds 
seem to be against any of it 
ever being used. 

The money had been reserved 
for the city by the US. 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development as part of 
the cit}: Neighborhood Devel 
opment Project but the city 
didn't learn of its existence 
intil this week. 

NDP Director Tom Altman 
told ihe city commission 
Monday night he had learned 
írom HUD the “rehabilitation 
loan" money was available as 
of Jan. 4. 

Altman said Tuesday, how. 
ever, the time required to find 
people who qualify for the 
home rehabilitation loans, and 
the paperwork needed to 
satisfy HUD, is so great, he 
doubts the red tape can be cut 
through in the five months 
remaining for the NDP project. 
“This is typical of what's been 
happening," Altman said. 
"They told us on Jan. 4 we 
could get the loans when we 
have a July 1 deadline...actual 
ly four months after the 
project was supposed to have 
ended." 

The NDP grant, because of 
delays and governmental red 
tape, didnit get started until 
Dec. E. 1972, when. it was 
supposed to have begun July 1, 
1972. 


Although the city received:an 
extension from HUD at the 
lime, it was only extended 
until Oct. 31, 1973. When that 
date had come and gone, the 
city received word from HUD 
in Jacksonville another exten 
sion had come through until 
June 30 of this year. 

Diring that time, Altman said 
he had been trying to find 
in the pro, 
lified for rehabili 
ts, outright gifts of

The problem was that the 
restrictions were so tight 
Altman could find no one who 
qualified after screening ap- 
proximately 100 homes. 

To qualify for the grant, the 
recipient would have to be an 
owner-occupant, that is а 
homeowner living in the 
building to be repaired. This 
would rule out apartments and 
other residences being rented, 
The income of the owner. 
occupant would have to be 
under $3,000 per year, 
spending at least 25 per cent of 
his income on housing. The 
home must be in need. of 
repairs but the home must be 
capable of being brought up to 
building code standards by a 
total expenditure of $3,500, the 
maximum grant available. 
The. primary difference be- 
tween the grants and the 
loans, besides the fact the 
owner would pay back the loan 
with a low rate of interest'over

"The only person who 


qualifies to do that," he said, 
"is the city building inspector, 
Garth Lewis, and it would have 
to be done on his off-time, like 
on weekends or in. the 
evenings." 

"He has his own workload," 
Altman said, "and it would 
really be a strain on him to 
handle this too." 

Altman said this would all 
have to be done within the 
five-month deadline.

And except for planned communities 
such as Arrowhead Estates, mobile homes are located 
pretty helter skelter around Belle Glade. 

Other areas of the United Sates, recognizing this fast 
growing trend, all zoning huge areas for mobile home 
parks. ‘Meanwhile, in the Glades, local commissions 
are letting themselves be swayed by pressure groups 
who raise the spectre of "TRAILERS". Both in 
Pahokee and in Belle Glade plans for nice, progressive 
mobile home parks have been turned down.. 

This is regressive, rather than progressive. Let's get 
the trailers out of our down town areas. Let's get the 
single mobile homes here and the single mobile homes 
there out from amongst the business and houses. 

Let's designate 100 acres here or 100 acres there to 
mobile homes parks, Let's make it worth a developer's 
while to come in here and put in his own central sewer 
plant.

If the fruit is fit for human 
consumption, it is given to 
some state institution or some 
charitable organization such as 
а boy's school or ап old folk's 
home. 

In these cases, the school or 
the home usually comes and 
picks up the load, And believe 
it or not, the truck driver 
generally helps in loading up 
the fruit he has lost on another 
truck 

If, however, the fruit is not 


fit for human consumption, it 
has to be dumped in a suitable 
place authorized by the city or 
the county. Naturally, an in- 
spector goes with the driver to 
make sure he dumps in accord- 
ance with pollution control 
regulations and doesn't simply 
go on his way 

Unfit citrus discovered at 
packing houses is often taken 
to citrus pulp processing plants 


and converted into animal 
feeds. 

In years past packing houses 
and other citrus processors 


used to pay people to haul off 
and destroy the questionable 
citrus. Today it is utilized for 
limited feeding purposes 

Thus, fruit generally bene- 
fits someone along the line, 


even if it does not pass inspec- 
tion

To dispose of aerosol cans, give valve one 
last squeeze to be sure that all the pressure is 
relieved, then put the can in the trash. Aerosol. 
cans still being used should never be set on 
‘stoves or near other hot places. This includes the) 
trunk or back seat of a car. They have been; 
known to explode from the sun's heat and shoot * 
right through the window or shell of the car.
